Tho  annual  mooting  of  the  Lincoln  Fellowship  of  Penn- 
sylvania was  held  at  the  Hotel  Gettysburg,  November  19th,  at  12:00 
a.m.     At  11:30  a.m.,  a  plaque  commemorating  Lincoln's  visit  to 
Gettysburg  was  dedicated  on  the  Western  Maryland  station.  President 
Henry  3. Luhrs  presided.     Mayor  Clarence  A.  Heiges  unveiled  the 
plaque  and  it  was  accepted  by  Mr,  C.  R.  Zarfoss  of  the  Western 
Maryland  Railroad.     The  tablet  was  presented  by  John  D.  Lippy,  Jr., 
Vice-President  of  the  Fellowship. 

Thirty-five  persons  were  present  at  the  luncheon  meeting 
with  Henry  Et  Luhrs  presiding.     The  Secretary-Treasurer  reported  a 
balance  of  s?332.     Messages  from  several  out-of-town  members  of  the 
Fellowship  were  read.     The  Nominating  Committee,  headed  by  Mr.  C,  H. 
Martin  of  Lancaster,  presented  the  following  candidates:  President, 
John  D.  Lippy,   Jr,,  of  Gettysburg;  Vice  President,  Miles  Keiffer  of 
Manheim,  Pennsylvania;  Secretary-Treasurer ,   J,  Waiter  Coleman, 
Gettysburg.     The  candidates  were  unanimously  elected,     David  Rankin 
Barbee  of  Washington,  D.  C,  paid  a  well  deserved  tribute  to  Henry 
Luhrs  for  the  fine  work  he  has  done  since  the  beginning  of  the 
Fellowship.     An  excellent  address  was  delivered  by  Dr.  S,  K.  Stevens, 
State  Historian  of  Pennsylvania,  on  "Lincoln  and  Pennsylvania". 
Reginald  Dunkinson,  accompanied  by  Robert  Rau,   sang  "Lincoln*  s 
Gettysburg  Address".     The  invocation  and  benediction  were  pronounced 
by  the  Rev,  Willis  R.  Doyle,  Rector  of  the  Prince  of  Peace  Episcopal 
Church,  Gettysburg,   and  a  Vice -Commander  of  the  Sons  of  Union 
Veterans , 

Following  the  meeting,   the  members  went  to  the  National 
Cemetery  and  enjoyed  the  program  presented  there  by  the  Sons  of 
Union  Veterans.     The  feature  of  this  meeting  was  an  address  by 
Lt.  Gen.   John  C.  H.  Lee,  Secretary  Coleman  of  the  Lincoln  Fellowship 
Read  Lincoln's  Gettysburg  Address. 

Representatives  of  the  Voice  of  America  radio  program  were 
present  and  made  recordings  of  several  features  of  the  program  for 
transmission  to  foreign  audiences.
